NOTHING SAID ABOUT DIVISIONS 
W ITHIN PARTY WHICH ARE

W ashington, Sept. 19. — Senate re­ 
publicans moved today to hasten ac­ 
tion on the H aw ley-Sm oot tariff bill 
in the hope of passing it before con­ 
gress reconvenes in regular 
session 
next Decem ber. 
At a conference attended by 37 of 
th e 55 republicans in the senate it w as 
decided to sta rt daily sessions next 
■week a t l l A. M., ra th e r th an noon, 
th e present m eeting tim e. 
All repub­ 
licans w ere urged to be in th eir seats 
prom ptly in order to avoid delays in 
obtaining the necessary quorum . 
A lthough th e conference had been 
expected to canvass th e stren g th of 
those favoring the tariff bill 
in 
its 
present form , nothing w as said about 
divisions w ithin the p arty w hich are 
w orrying ad m in istratio n leaders. The 
presence of th ree progressives w ho 
have show n sym pathy 
tow ard 
th e 
dem ocratic 
opposition, 
it 
w as 
felt, 
m ay have played a p a rt in failure of 
th e conference to 
discuss 
factional 
differences. 
A suggestion th a t republicans 
re­ 
fra in from speaking a t length on th e 
bill, in order to save tim e and allow 
th e dem ocrats to ta lk them selves out 
w as rejected on th e ground th a t each 
sen ato r m ust be left to determ ine for 
him self w hether he is to speak and 
how long. 
Shortly before th e general confer­ 
ence the newly form ed “lum ber bloc” 
held a m eeting in th e office of Sen. 
Johnson, republican, Calif., to decide 
w h at schedules they will support as 
a unit. 
The bloc proposes to fight for 
increases in the lum ber, shingle and 
m anganese schedules but the details 
of its program have not been w orked 
out. 
N othing definite w as accom plished 
today but fu rth e r m eetings are to be 
held. Those who conferred w ith Jo h n ­ 
son w ere S enators Oddie of N evada, 
Stiew er of Oregon, T hom as of Idaho 
and Jones of W ashington, all repub­ 
licans. 
All but Johnson later a tte n d ­ 
ed the republican conference. 
I t is 
understood th a t S enator B orah, re­ 
publican, Idaho, has been invited to 
join the northw estern bloc but so fa r 
has refused. 
The group, if effectively 
united, m ay be able to win th e 
in- 
rte a se s it w ants as so large a num ber 
of votes cannot be sacrificed by the 
adm inistration m ajority.

Paving Shift Trunk Highway A a. 2 


B r a i n e r d has done everything possible to urge the advisa­ 
bility of paving State Trunk Highway No. 2. 
Resolutions adopted 
by the County Commissioners, the Chamber of Commerce and 
other organizations are on file with the State Highway Commis 
sion, and C. M. Babcock has given the assurance that paving wil 
come as soon as possible. 
Duluth, on the other hand, through both its papers, keeps on 
urging the paving and the Duluth Herald recently carried this 
editorial comment: 
The other day in these columns The Herald said that whi 
the state highway department no doubt does the hest it can to 
meet the needs of the state, paving first where traffic is densest, 
it is unintentionally unfair in not allowing for eases where the 
traffic would be much greater than it is if driving conditions en­ 
couraged it instead of discouraging it. 
And The Herald cited State Highway No. 2, especially be­ 
tween Duluth and Brainerd. 
This highway has traffic enough as 
it is to warrant paving, but it would have much more traffic than 
it has now if U were not that other highways that are paved temp! 
travelers to pass up Duluth and go to the? Twin Cities. 
The Herald hears now of additional proof of this, in the case 
of people who have to travel between Duluth and Brainerd but 
who, to avoid the gravel road and get the advantage of a paved 
road, are traveling 28(> miles to make the journey that is only 125 
miles directly over Highway No. 2. 
Highway No. 2 is classified in the weekly road reports of the 
highway department as “good,” and rightly so. 
It is, tm the 
whole, pretty nearly as good as graveled highways carrying much 
traffic can be. That is, it is splendid one morning after the main­ 
tenance crews have done their work, and by night, after much 
traffic has passed over on a dry and dusty day, ii is considerably 
corrugated and in places quite bumpy. 
So, The Herald learns, not a few people who travel between 
Duluth and Brainerd are following Ila' pavement down No. I be­ 
low Forest Lake, over the Minneapolis cut-off around to Anoka, 
and up the paved highways, No. 5 and 27, to Brainerd 
28(1 miles 
to reach an objective that is only 125 miles away! 
And one of these drivers says that he makes this 285 in only 
an hour and a half more than it takes to nfake the 125 miles of 
graveled highway. 
All of which goes to prove again that one of the most press­ 
ing calls for pavement instead of gravel is State Highway No. 2.
